The Gentleman’s Magazine was one of the great sources of 
information and public discussion in England during one of 
the most important periods in its history, the middle to 
end of the 18th Century. It was, along with such 
publications as the London Magazine and the Universal 
Magazine, a forum for debate, source of new knowledge, and 
gazetteer of political and social information. 

A virtue which set the Gentleman’s Magazine apart from 
the other magazines of the era was the presence, during the 
1740’s, of Samuel Johnson as the editor. Johnson took over 
publication in 1741 from E. Cave, following a rather poor 
time for the publication. After Johnson took over, there 
were immediate changes in q^uality. During the 1740’s, 
there ran in the Gentleman’s Magazine one of the most 
innovative editorial series to date, the Debates in the 
Senate of Lilliput. The series used the Senate of Swift’s 
fictional country of Lilliput to comment upon the British 
Parliamentary debates of the period. Also during this 
period Johnson introduced a greatly expanded use of 
illustrations, particularly maps. 

One of the most useful features of the Gentleman’s 
Magazine was the Review of New Books. This section was 
printed every month and listed all new books and pamphlets 
offered by the booksellers. In addition, many books were 
reviewed and criticized each month. Among the hundreds of 
items reviewed over the period covered by this set are such 
important works as Cook’s Voyages, the pamphlets of Thomas 
Paine, and Gibbon’s Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire. 
The review of the first volume of Gibbon’s work appears in 
August, 1776, two pages after one of the earliest British 
printings of the Declaration of Independence. The printing 
of the Declaration was most rapid, considering the time 
which was involved in transmitting news from America back 
to England. 

Up until, and during, the American War of Independence, 
all matters pertaining to America were given prime 
consideration by the publishers. Maps were quickly drawn 
to show battles of the Revolutionary and French and Indian 
V/ars . After the Revolutionary War, however, news from 
America dropped out of the publication almost entirely. 
Articles became more prevalent concerning the churches, 
natural history, and antiquities of England. 

All subjects, from Astronomy to Zulus were grist for the 
mill of Gentleman’s Magazine. Their widespread interests 
have left us a remarkable record of life, events, and 
thought in the 18th and 19th Centuries.

I hope that you are well and that you enjoyed your trip to India. Below are listed many 
items which we have obtained which I thought might interest you. 

1) A pair of postersj one of which is entitled "Rules and Regulations of the Bond Street 
Savings Bank of the City of New York. Chartered April 11 > 1860." It lists 10 rules of 
operation of the bank. There is an ornamental border and the name of the bank is 
highlighted with gilt. The companion poster is also the rules and regulations of this 
bank, but printed entirely in German, using a completely different type and border. It is 
entitled "Regeln und Berordnungen der Bond Str. Spar-Bank der Stadt New-York. Gegriindet 
11. April 1860." Again the name of the bank is highlighted with gilt. Both posters 
measure 18 3/4 x 22 1/2 inches. Each has some small folds and minor creasing and each has 
a very small area lacking in the top margin, not affecting any printing. This bank was 
originally chartered as the Atlantic Savings Bank. It changed its name in 1874 to the 
Bond Street Savings Bank. The bank suspended operations in September, 1876. These 
posters are thus probably from 1874, for the bank's renaming. A very attractive set of 
posters. $575.00 for the pair.
